At  the  Martinmas  Feeing  Market  former  wages  were  maintained, — foremen 
got  £18  to  £19;  second,  £]6  to  £18;  third,  £15  to  £16;  Cattlemen,  £19 
to  £20. 

The  Houses  85,  37,  and  37a,  Montrose  Street,  were  sold  by  roup  for  £513. 
Upset  price  was  £465. 

Brechin  Castle  Curling  Club  commenced  the  season's  play  on  3rd. 

Maisondieu  Lodge  of  Ancient  Shepherds'  Annual  Festival,  on  2nd,  in  the 
City  Hall,  was  a  success,  when  a  large  gathering  of  the  ' '  lads  of  the  crook 
and  plaid  "  with  their  lady  friends  "  kept  it  up  "  with  spirit  till  the  small 
hours  of  next  morning. 

In  the  local  potato  market  there  was  little  demand  this  month — regents, 
60s,  to  65s.  per  ton. 

The  Committee  of  the  Ladies'  Permanent  Coal  Fund  commenced  opera- 
tions on  7th.     The  weather  had  been  very  severe. 

A  dwelling-house  property  in  Southesk  Street  was  sold  for  £600 — upset, 
£450. 

The  Mill  of  Aucheen,  Glenesk,  was  burned  to  the  ground  on  5th. 

Alex.  Walker,  David  Wright,  and  Robt.  Wallace,  boamers,  were  awarded 
the  Royal  Humane  Society's  testimonial  for  saving  life  from  drowning  in 
Southesk. 

A  two  days'  sale  of  work  by  the  ladies  of  the  Cathedral  Church  congre- 
gation realised  £113,  8s.  9d.  towards  clearing  off  a  debt  of  over  £400  resting 
on  the  Church  Hall. 

The  Town  Council  agreed  to  feu  the  ground  at  the  back  of  the  Public 
Library  Buildings. 

During  this  month  there  were  vague  rumours  of  active  steps  being  taken 
to  restore  the  Cathedral.  What  iaitiatory  proceedings  may  have  been  taken 
towards  that  object  have  not  yet  borne  visible  fruit. 

The  new  premises  in  Southesk  Street  for  the  fire  brigade  being  completed 
the  whole  of  the  brigade's  extinguishing  implements  were  removed  thence 
from  the  old  premises  this  month. 

The  annual  Assembly  of  Lodges  St.  Ninian's  and  St.  James'  of  Free 
Masons  came  off  with  great  eclat  in  the  City  Hall  on  20th. 

Court  "Brechin  Castle  "  of  Ancient  Foresters  held  their  annual  Festival 
and  Assembly  in  the  City  Hall  on  23rd,  and  the  same  was  a  great  success. 
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JANUARY. 

In  the  usual  joyous  manner  1893  was  welcomed  by  the  citizens. 

The  linen  trade,  which  had  been  in  a  depressed  state  in  the  City  for 
some  time,  revived  somewhat,  and  the  full  time  run  by  the  works  last  month 
was  continued. 

The  Equitable  Co-Operative  Society  declared  a  dividend  of  2s.  6d.  per  £ 
on  purchases  for  the  past  quarter. 

According  to  the  police  superintendent's  report  for  1892,  216  persons 
were  apprehended  or  cited  to  appear  in  the  police  court,  an  increase  of  86 
on  1891. 

Mr.  D.  S.  Salmond,  Pollockshields,  gave  a  very  interesting  illustrated 
lecture  on  South  Africa,  its  Mines  and  Missions,  in  the  City  Hall.  The 
proceeds  went  towards  the  fund  to  improve  St.  Ninian's  Square. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Town  Council, 
the  latter  agreed  that  for  the  year  the  Missive  dues  to  the  Convention  of 
Royal  Burghs  should  be  paid.  This  payment  had  previously  been  demurred 
at  by  the  Council. 

The  Town  Council  resolved  to  put  the  Trinity  Muir  Slaughterhouse  in 
proper  order — a  much  needed  resolution. 

Confirmation  services  were  held  in  St.  Andrew's  Episcopal  Church  on 
Sunday,  22nd  January,  when  the  Primus  confirmed  16  candidates. 

In  the.  Court  of  Session  Lord  Low  refused  to  grant  interdict  as  asked  for 
by  John  Milne  and  others  against  the  Police  Commission  from  making 
certain  alterations  in  Bank  Street  in  front  of  pursuers'  property  there. 

The  Brechin  District  Committee  of  County  Council  appointed  Mr.  Wm. 
Smith,  Newtyle,  assistant  sanitary  inspector  for  the  Brechin  District  in  room 

of  Mr.  Duthie,  resigned. 

The  annual  social  meeting  of  the  Brechin  Celtic  Society  came  off  in  the 
City  Hall  on  20th  with  all  the  highland  honours. 

An  out-break  of  Small  Pox  appeared  this  month  at  the  huts  of  the  Forfar 
and  Brechin  Railway  near  Banks  of  Brechin. 

The  Forfarshire  Constitutional  Association  adopted  the  Hon.  C.  M. 
Ramsay,  Brechin  Castle,  as  conservative  candidate  to  contest  the  County 
against  Sir  John  Rigby,  Q.C.,  the  present  representative. 

Of  twenty-three  samples  of  milk  taken  from  parties  vending  the  same 
on  the  streets,  and  sent  for  analysis,  only  two  were  very  high  class,  three 
high  class,  three  low  in  fat,  three  very  low  in  fat,  and  some  shamefully 
bad. 

At  the  "Carlies"  Market  wages  maintained  their  old  rates,  grieves 
got  £35  to  £40,  foremen  £30  to  £32,  second  men  £27  to  £30  for  the  year, 
with  the  usual  perquisites. 

The  Saturday  Evening  Entertainments  were  discontinued  owing  to  the 
failure  of  the  public  to  encourage  them. 

By  a  fire  at  the  farm  of  Drum,  near  Bridge  of  Dun,  on  Lord  Southesk's 
estate,  considerable  damage  was  done.

FEBRUARY. 

The  Bank  Street  U.P.  Congregation  resolved  to  introduce  instrumental 
music  in  their  church  service. 

By  a  gas  explosion  in  Montrose  Street  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
pavement  was  torn  up,  and  a  boy  three  and  a  half  years  of  age  was  thrown 
some  distance. 

Consequent  on  the  out-break  of  Small  Pox  at  the  Railway  huts  at  Banks 
of  Brechin  there  was  considerable  excitement  in  the  city.  Efforts  were 
made  to  come  to  an  arrangement  between  the  county  and  burgh  local 
authorities  on  the  one  side  and  the  infirmary  directors  on  the  other,  whereby 
an  epidemic  hospital  should  be  erected  at  the  infirmary,  but  the  efforts 
were  abortive. 

An  unprecedently  violent  outbreak  of  measles  occurred  this  month,  and 
50  per  cent,  of  pupils  were  absent  from  the  schools. 

At  the  annual  pigeon  and  glass-ball  shooting  competition  at  Pitforthie 
there  was  the  usual  slaughter  of  the  innocent  and  smashing  of  balls.  The 
officer  of  S.P.C.A.  present,  however,  was  satisfied  that  everything  was  done 
decently  and  in  order. 

The  Merchants  of  Brechin  gave  their  annual  Assembly  on  Tuesday,  7th, 
when  over  70  couples   "footed  it "  until  well  into  Wednesday. 

The  financial  result  of  the  Saturday  evening  entertainments  was  a  draw 
of  £21,  8s.  3d.  during  the  season,  expenditure  £25,  lis.  4d.,  the  deficit 
being  met  by  a  credit  balance  from  previous  year. 

The  Town  Council  refused  this  year  to  send  any  representatives  to  the 
Convention  of  Royal  Burghs. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Brechin  and  Edzell  Railway  Company  it  was 
intimated  that  capital  was  so  far  subscribed  that  they  were  able  to  proceed 
at  once  w7ith  its  construction.  It  was  therefore  agreed  to  proceed  as  soon 
as  the  full  Parliamentary  formalities  were  gone  through. 

During  the  quarter  ending  15th,  Nurse  Lyon  of  the  Victoria  Nursing 
Association  had  made  6S3  visits,  or  an  average  of  9  visits  daily,  exclusive 
of  Sundays. 

The  measles  epidemic  still  increased  to  such  an  extent  as  to  necessitate 
the  closing  of  the  whole  of  the  schools. 

2000  stones  of  oat  straw  were  sold  at  Banks  of  Brechin  from  8|d.  to  9d., 
and  2000  stones  barley  straw  at  6^  to  7|d.  per  221b. 

A  meeting  of  ladies  agreed  to  recommend  that  no  engagements  of  servants 
be  made  till  about  six  weeks  before  the  terms. 

A  severe  snow  storm  occurred  on  Sunday,  26th,  whereby  many  of  the 
roads  in  the  vicinity  were  blocked. 

The  dwelling  house  41  Southesk  Street  was  sold  by  roup  for  £580 — upset 
price  £500.  Two  dwelling  houses  and  4  acres  of  laud  at  Little  Brechin  were 
sold  for  £260. 

Mr.  Robt.  Allan,  inspector  of  poor,  Dailly,  Ayrshire,  was  appointed 
inspector  of  poor  of  Brechin  parish,  in  room  of  the  late  Mr.  R.  Meldrum. 
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MARCH. 

The  Railway  huts  were  declared  free  of  smallpox. 

The  whole  of  the  public  schools  were  re-opened  on  13th,  the  measles 
epidemic  having  abated. 

The  annual  Volunteer  assembly  came  and  went  like  a  brilliant  flash. 

The  series  of  lectures  in  connection  with  the  Mechanics'  Institution 
closed  with  a  very  enjoyable  orchestral  concert. 

The  dwelling  house  property  30  and  32  Union  Street  was  sold  by  roup 
for  £237 — upset  price  £225. 

At  the  annual  "Causey"  horse  market  the  show  of  horses  was  poor, 
both  in  numbers  and  quality  ;  business  was  stiff  and  prices  under  current 
rates  of  recent  markets. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Economic  Building  Society  it  was  pointed 
out  that  the  balance  sheet  shewed  an  increase  under  every  heading  of 
income. 

The  Rev.  D.  M.  Ross,  Dundee,  gave  a  very  interesting  lecture  in  East 
Free  Church  on  the  Tombs  and  Temples  of  Egypt. 

A  much  appreciated  entertainment  was  the  "Continental  Tour"  and 
"Through  Bonnie  Scotland  "  given  by  the  Brechin  Celtic  society  in  aid  of 
their  benevolent  fund. 

The  agents  of  the  B.  and  E.  Railway  Company  agreed  with  the  Town 
Council  that,  in  carrying  Park  Road  straight  east,  they  would  extend  the 
roadway  to  the  same  width  as  the  rest. 

The  Town  Council  adopted  the  burgh  surveyor's  plans  of  a  building  to 
be  erected  at  a  cost  of  £1800  on  the  site  of  the  old  slaughter  house  at  St. 
Ninian  Square. 

By  a  majority  of  7  to  4  the  Town  Council  resolved  not  to  send  a  repre- 
sentative elder  to  the  General  Assembly  this  year. 

The  estate  of  Balglassie,  extending  to  256  acres,  was  sold  by  roup  to  Mr. 
John  Leighton,  Crammie,  Glenprosen,  for  £5570. 

Mr.  John  Ronald  was  unanimously  appointed  assistant  to  Dr.  Aird,  City 
Road  U.P.  Church. 

The  plan  by  Mr.  D.  M'Millan,  Architect,  Aberdeen,  for  the  new 
municipal  buildings  for  the  burgh  was  chosen  from  a  large  number  of  com- 
petitive designs,  the  limit  of  expenditure  to  be  £2500. 

In  an  action  by  Henry  Braid,  saddler,  against  the  Police  Commission  for 
£500  damages  for  injuries  sustained  by  himself  and  wife  through  his  vehicle 
being  upset  by  a  pile  of  stones  in  Latch  Road,  Sheriff  Robertson  awarded  £75 
to  Mr.  Braid  and  £150  to  Mrs.  Braid,  the  Commission  also  to  be  liable  for 
expenses.     Against  this  the  Commission  appealed. 

The  Equitable  Co-Operative  Society  declared  a  dividend  of  2s.  6d.  for 
purchases  the  past  quarter;  United  Association  2s.  6d.,  and  the  Co-Operative 
Beef  Store  2s.  4d.  per  £  respectively,  for  purchases  the  past  half-year. 

Mr.  Alex.  Malcolm,  native  of  Brechin,  but  for  long  resident  in  Venice, 
bequeathed  a  sum  of  £200  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  of  Brechin. 


Epitome  of  Local  Events. 


APRIL. 

By  a   Sale  of  Work  the  East  Parish  Church  Congregation  realised  £150 
towards  clearing  off  the  debt,  caused  by  alterations  on  the  church, 

Lot  No.  2  of  the  town's  ground  at  Den  Nursery,  consisting  of  13  poles, 
13  yards,  not  feued  at  a  former  exposure,  was  ultimately  feued  for 
£45,  15s.,  with  a  ground  annual  of  5s.  per  pole. 

On  the  night  of  the  12th,  a  mysterious  explosion  occurred  about  the 
river,  near  the  Inch,  which  caused  some  alarm.  It  was  believed  to  have 
been  caused  by  poachers  dynamiting  the  water  for  salmon. 

The  Brechin  Orchestral  Society  gave  a  largely  attended  and  much 
appreciated  vocal  and  instrumental  concert  of  classical  selections. 

By  a  fire  at  the  farm  of  Balfour,  Menmuir,  damage  to  the  extent  of 
£560  was  done. 

After  a  rather  protracted  illness,  the  Rev.  Alex.  Gardner,  of  the  Brechin 
Cathedral  Church,  died  on  the  morning  of  the  12th.  He  had  last  year 
celebrated  the  jubilee  of  his  ministry,  and  would,  had  he  lived,  been  pre- 
sented publicly  with  a  full  length  portrait  of  himself,  which  was  almost 
finished  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

By  will,  the  late  Rev.  Alex.  Gardner  of  the  Cathedral  Church,  bequeathed 
the  sum  of  £1000,  the  income  of  which  to  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the 
industrious  poor  of  Brechin  ;  £200,  the  income  of  which  to  be  applied  to 
the  poor  of  the  congregation  ;  his  valuable  private  library  to  the  Brechin 
Public  Library,  as  also  his  valuable  full  length  portrait  to  the  custody  of 
the  Town  Council ;  and  his  estate  of  Esbie  to  the  endowment  of  a  proposed 
new  church  and  benefice. 

The  Town  Council  at  their  monthly  meeting  accepted  offers  for  the 
alteration  of  the  Trinity  Muir  Shambles,  the  total  of  the  contracts  being 
£505,  13s. 

The  total  of  the  contracts  for  the  erection  of  new  dwellinghouses,  offices, 
etc.,  at  the  foot  of  St.  Ninian's  Square,  was  £2184  16s. 

A  largely  attended  public  meeting  hi  the  City  Hall  unanimously  passed 
resolutions  in  favour  of  the  Local  Veto  Bill. 

The  grass  parks  of  Dun  were  let  for  the  season  at  a  reduction  of  2  per 
cent  on  last  year's  rents. 

The  lets  of  grass  jjarks  generally  this  season  shewed  a  decrease  on  last 
year's  rents,  more  or  less. 

A  cottage  at  Park  Road  was  exposed  for  sale  at  £300,  but  there  was  no 
offer. 

The  Members  of  the  Brechin  Gymnasium  gave  a  display  of  their  feats 
in  the  City  Hall,  which  was  considered  very  creditable,  especially 
taking  into  consideration  the  very  recent  formation  of  the  Gymnasium. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Public  Library  Committee  it  was  reported  that  the 
6000  volumes  stipulated  for  by  the  donor  had  been  acquired. 

Mr.  Thomas  Moir,  grocer,  was  appointed  interim  councillor,  in  room  of 
Mr.  Lawrence  resigned. 
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MAY. 

A  Branch  of  the  Associated  Carpenters  and  Joiners'  Union  for  Brechin  was 
formed  in  the  beginning  of  this  month. 

The  property  of  Drummond  Park  and  VVcstfield  near  Brechin,  about  30 
acres  in  extent,  was  sold  privately  to  a  firm  of  Stonehaven  solicitors  for  a 
client. 

Contracts  for  the  erection  of  a  villa  in  Latch  Road  were  settled. 

The  members  of  the  South  Port  Mutual  Improvement  Society  held  their 
annual  jaunt  and  fishing  competition  in  the  beginning  of  the  month,  when 
fine  sport  and  a  pleasant  outing  were  had. 

The  net  amount  of  the  personal  estate  of  the  late  John  Adamson,  of 
Careston,  was  stated  at  £39,331,  14s.  2d. 

During  the  lighting  period  of  the  year  681,401  cubic  feet  of  gas  was 
burned  in  the  public  lamps,  costing  £156,  3s.  Id.  The  period  of  burning 
was  equal  to  340,700-^  hours  of  one  lamp. 

The  Police  Commission  resolved  to  renew  jiart  of  the  drain  in  Montrose 
Street  with  420  yards  of  a  12  inch  pipe  and  50  yards  of  a  9  inch  pipe,  the 
estimated  cost  being  £149,  15s. 

31  cattle  sheds  and  cow  byres  were  licensed  within  the  burgh  at  the 
annual  Court. 

The  Gaelic  Class  of  the  Brechin  Celtic  Society  closed  a  very  successful 
season  this  month  with  a  social  meeting,  when  numerous  prizes  were 
awarded  to  the  best  in  Celtic. 

On  the  occasion  of  his  leaving  Brechin,  Dr.  Durno  was  entertained  to 
dinner  in  the  Commercial  Hotel  by  a  large  number  of  the  leading  citizens. 

The  Town  Council  agreed  to  give  only  3^  per  cent  on  loans. 

The  Town  Council  fixed  the  assessment  for  the  public  library  at  the  full 
amount  of  Id.  per  £. 

The  net  cost  of  the  sheds  and  stables  erected  by  the  town  at  the  foot  of 
Witchden  Road  for  the  use  of  the  Paper  Mill  Company  was  £344,  Ss. 

The  number  of  gas  consumers  who  "  flitted  "  at  the  Whitsunday  term 
was  144. 

The  farm  of  Powis  on  the  Southesk  estate  was  let  at  a  considerable 
reduction  on  the  former  rent  of  £520. 

Many  of  the  farms  on  the  Careston  estate  which  had  been  in  the  hands 
of  the  former  proprietor  were  again  leased  to  tenants. 

Ripe  red  currants  were  pulled  in  a  garden  in  Church  Street  this  month. 

After  a  three  hours'  strike  by  the  Brechin  masons  for  weekly  instead  of 
fortnightly  payments  their  demands  were  granted. 

Consequent  on  the  new  Police  Act  coming  into  force  this  month  the 
whole  of  the  public  officials  were  re-appointed. 

At  the  Whitsunday  feeing  market  wages  maintained  their  former  rates 
—first  men,  £17,  10s.  to  £19  ;  second,  £16  to  £17  ;  third,  £15  to  £16  ; 
boys,  £6  to  £10,  for  six  months,  with  perquisites. 

Fever  and  measles  of  a  mild  type  were  prevalent  in  the  burgh.

JUNE. 

Mr.  James  Smart,  Manufacturer,  munificently  presented  a  gift  of  £500  to 
the  Brechin  Infirmary  to  endow  a  bed  in  the  institution. 

During  the  quarter  expired  Nurse  Lyon  of  the  Victoria  Nursing  Associa- 
tion made  700  visits,  the  average  time  occupied  per  day  being  6|  hours. 

Miss  Stacey,  B.A.  of  London,  addressed  a  public  meeting  at  St.  Ninian's 
Square,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Brechin  Democratic  League,  and  advocated 
an  Independent  Labour  Party  in  Parliament. 

The  deficiency  in  the  Burgh  School  Board  funds  intimated  to  the 
Parochial  Board  to  be  assessed  for  this  year  was  £1200,  being  an  increase  of 
£150  on  last  year. 

Mr.  David  Hunter  of  San  Francisco,  and  a  native  of  Brechin,  died,  and 
left  a  fortune  of  1,000,000  dollars. 

A  well  attended  meeting  was  held  in  the  City  Hall,  when  addresses 
were  delivered  by  Mr.  Chas.  Waddie,  Edinburgh,  and  Mr.  Theodore 
Napier,  Victoria,  and  resolutions  passed  in  favour  of  Home  Rule  for 
Scotland. 

At  the  Trinity  Cattle  Tryste  this  year  there  was  but  a  small  display  of 
home  bred  cattle,  and  trade  was  stiff.  Irish  were  better.  At  the  horse 
market  next  day  there  was  a  larger  number  on  the  ground  than  for  years, 
but  business  also  was  stiff,  and  not  so  much  was  done  as  expected. 

Cereal  crops,  which,  earlier,  looked  so  well,  began  to  suffer  through  con- 
tinued drought. 

The  Brechin  and  Edzell  Railway  Company  resolved  to  proceed  at  once 
with  the  construction,  at  a  cost  of  not  more  than  £5000,  of  that  part  of 
their  line,  forming  a  branch  from  the  Brechin  branch  of  the  Caledonian,  to 
a  junction  with  the  Forfar  and  Brechin  Railway,  some  distance  east  of 
Glencadam — this  to  be  the  first  instalment  of  the  Brechin  and  Edzell 
Railway,  and  the  rest  to  be  also  proceeded  with  thereafter. 

The  income  from  the  Model  Lodging  House  for  the  year  was 
£322,  19s.  9£d.  ;  expenditure,  £210,  8s.  6d. 

There  was  a  debit  balance  against  the  Sewage  Farm,  as  a  result  of  the 
year's  business. 

The  total  amount  of  the  damages  and  expenses  in  the  case  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Braid  against  the  Commission  was  £255,  besides  £34  of  the  Commis- 
sions expenses  to  their  own  lawyers. 

H.  M.  Inspector  of  Constabulary,  in  his  report  stated  that  the  police 
force  of  the  burgh  is  numerically  weak  in  proportion  to  the  inhabitants,  and 
advocate  consolidation  with  the  county  for  proper  efficiency. 

The  jaunting  season  was  in  fvdl  swing  by  the  middle  of  this  month,  and 
the  weather  was  most  favourable. 

The  dividend  of  the  Equitable  Co-operative  Society  for  the  quarter  was 
2s.  6d.  per  £. 

The  whole  of  the  public  schools  were  closed  for  the  summer  holidays  on 
29th,  when  the  distribution  of  prizes  was  made. 
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JULY. 

The  Brechin  Gaslight  Company  declared  a  dividend  of  £1,  5s.  per  original 
share  of  £10. 

Mr.  James  Smart,  Manufacturer,  offered  to  erect  and  personally  bear  the 
expense  of  a  new  organ  loft  for  the  City  Road  U.P.  Church.  The  congrega- 
tion accepted  the  offer  of  course. 

The  Brechin  and  Edzell  Railway  Bill  was  read  for  a  third  time  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  6th. 

The  free  stone  quarriers  struck  for  a  rise  of  wages  from  5d.  to  5Jd.  per 
hour,  but,  after  keeping  out  for  two  weeks,  they  had  to  give  in  to  the 
masters. 

At  the  game  licensing  Court  two  of  the  old  dealers'  licenses  were  renewed 
and  one  new  license  was  granted. 

Dr.  T.  Parkinson  was  appointed  joint  medical  officer  of  the  Brechin 
Infirmary  along  with  Dr.  Mackie,  in  room  of  Dr.  Durno  resigned. 

On  6th  July  the  public  library,  which  owes  its  existence  to  an  annony- 
mous  donor,  who  gave  £5000  for  its  erection  and  endowment,  was  opened 
with  due  formalities,  and  in  presence  of  a  large  concourse  of  citizens. 

A  kindly  offer  by  the  Earl  of  Southesk  of  £5  to  replace  the  seats  at  River 
Street  was  accepted  by  the  Police  Commission  with  thanks. 

The  Police  Commission  authorised  the  roads  and  streets  committee  to  get 
1000  tons  of  granite  metal  for  the  streets. 

As  the  Infirmary  directors  declined  to  provide  accommodation  for  cases 
of  epidemic  diseases  at  the  Institution,  the  Clerk  of  the  Police  Commission 
was  instructed  to  write  the  County  Local  Authority  with  a  view  to  that 
body  arranging  the  supply  of  such  accommodation  jointly  with  the  Police 
Commission. 

Consequent  on  the  passing  of  the  new  Police  Act,  the  Police  Commission 
adopted  as  their  seal  the  seal  of  the  city,  but  with  the  words  Police 
Commission  of  the  Burgh  of  Brechin,  instead  of  the  words  Sig  Civitatis  de 
Brechin. 

The  actual  cost  of  the  public  library  was  stated  at  the  monthly  meeting 
of  Town  Council  to  be  £3042,  7s.  7d.,  being  an  excess  of  £108,  15s.  over  the 
estimated  cost,  chiefly  in  the  shape  of  extras.  The  architects  account  for 
his  professional  charge  and  outlays  was  £172,  3s.  lOd. 

At  the  annual  wool  fair  held  on  18th  a  fair  amount  of  business  was  done ; 
prices  were  similar  to  those  of  last  year — blackfaced,  5d.  to  5£d.  per  lb.  ; 
cross  hoggs,  7d.  to  7^d.  per  lb. 

By  a  sale  of  work  at  Aldbar  Castle,  promoted  by  Mrs.  Chalmers  to  assist 
in  wiping  off  the  debt  on  St.  Andrew's  Episcopal  Church,  the  sum  of  £34, 
8s.  Oijrd.  was  realised. 

By  the  alterations  of  certain  internal  arrangements  sanctioned  by  the 
Police  Commission  in  the  plan  of  the  proposed  new  municipal  buildings  the 
estimated  cost  was  raised  from  £2500  to  £2750. 

The  Edzell  highland  games  came  off  brilliantly  on  29th.

AUGUST. 

A  teeriffic  storm  of  thunder  and  rain  broke  over  the  city  on  the  afternoon 
of  4th  curt. 

The  Angus  Agricultural  Association's  Annual  Show  was  held  in  the 
policies  of  Brechin  Castle  on  5th.  In  point  of  numbers  and  quality  of 
entries  and  otherwise  the  show  was  a  success. 

Short  time  to  the  extent  of  a  deduction  of  11  hours  from  the  working 
week  commenced  in  the  various  linen  factories  at  the  middle  of  this  month. 

Capt.  Munro,  H.M.  Inspector  of  Constabulary,  made  his  annual  visit  to 
the  Brechin  force  this  month,  with  which  he  expressed  himself  as  very 
well  pleased  indeed.  Although  dissatisfied  as  usual  with  the  police  cell 
arrangements. 

Harvest  was  in  full  swing  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city  early  this  month — 
early  indeed. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thos.  Ferrier,  189  Montrose  Street,  celebrated  their 
diamond  wedding  on  the  60th  anniversary  of  their  marriage  on  10th  curt. 
The  worthy  old  couple  received  many  congratulations  and  wishes  of  still 
longer  life  and  happiness. 

Additional  grants  under  section  67  of  the  Educational  Act,  amounting  to 
£268,  4s.,  were  received  by  the  Burgh  School  Board. 

The  income  of  Brechin  Section  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  for 
the  year  was  £45,  19s.  Ogd.,  and  expenditure  £40,  3s.  3^d. 

At  14th  August,  the  close  of  the  parochial  half-year,  there  were  162 
persons,  with  43  dependents,  on  the  registered  roll  chargeable  to  the  parish, 
as  against  106,  with  51  dependents,  at  the  close  of  the  previous  half-year. 

The  Town  Council  resolved  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  secure  a  half 
holiday  for  the  city  postmen. 

A  complaint  by  the  Hon.  C.  M.  Ramsay  of  Brechin  Castle  to  the  Town 
Council,  as  to  parties  bathing  in  the  river  opposite  the  Castle,  was,  after 
some  sharp  comments,  remitted  to  the  Watching  Committee. 

A  complaint  from  the  East  Mill  Company  as  to  the  sewage  from  the 
Montrose  Street  public  drain  passing  under  their  works  and  causing  an 
intolerable  smell,  resulted  in  the  Sanitary  Committee  being  instructed  to 
visit  the  Mill  and  report  what  they  saw. 

The  Horticultural  Society's  Annual  Show  was  held  in  a  large  Marquee 
on  St.  Ninian  Square,  on  18th  and  19th.  All  round  the  show  was  said  to 
be  a  success. 

A  motion  by  Mr.  Jamieson,  at  a  special  meeting  of  Police  Commission, 
that  a  Dean  of  Guild  Court  be  constituted,  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  new  Police  Act,  was  unanimously  carried ;  the  Court  to  consist 
of  the  Dean  of  Guild  and  four  other  members. 

St.  Andrew's  Episcopal  Church,  the  foundation  stone  of  which  was  laid 
on  8th  September  1886,  and  which  was  opened  on  2nd  February  1888,  was, 
on  29th,  consecrated  by  the  Most  Rev.  the  Primus  the  Bishop  of  Brechin 
and  other  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  with  full  Episcopalian  Ceremonial.

SEPTEMBER. 

On  the  farm  of  Blaikie  Mill  the  grain  was  all  in  the  stackyard  by  the  4th. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  Town  Council, 'on  5th,  Mr.  James  Craig,  Solicitor, 
was  appointed  interim  Town  Clerk,  in  room  of  Mr.  J.  L.  Gordon,  who  died 
on  3rd  curt. 

A  very  heavy  storm  of  hail,  with  thunder,  occurred  on  8th. 

Seventeen  shares  in  the  Brechin  Gaslight  Company  were  sold  by  roup  in 
Montrose  on  8th,  and  fetched,  nine  at  £26 ;  six  at  £26,  5s.  ;  and  two  at 
£26,  10s. 

By  a  two  days'  bazaar,  held  in  the  City  Hall  on  8th  and  9th,  the  sum  of 
£421,  19s.  5d.  was  realised,  for  the  purpose  of  beautifying  St.  Ninian  Square 
and  improving  other  parts  of  the  city. 

By  a  majority  of  5  to  3,  the  Police  Commission  resolved  to  raise  the 
salary  of  the  Chief  Constable  to  that  of  a  second-class  superintendent,  under 
the  Government  scale  of  pay. 

The  Police  Commission  at  their  monthly  meeting  remitted  to  the 
Watching  Committee  for  consideration  the  question  of  lighting  with 
electricity  the  Public  Library  and  the  new  Municipal  Buildings. 

At  the  half-yearly  meeting  of  the  Brechin  Mill  and  Factory  Operatives' 
Union  the  reports  showed  the  Union  to  be  numerically  and  financially 
prosperous. 

By  the  middle  of  the  month  grain  was  mostly  in  the  stackyard  and 
standing  crops  were  an  exception. 

The  Southesk  District  Fishing  Board  at  their  annual  meeting  petitioned 
the  House  of  Commons  against  the  Fisheries  Regulations  (Scotland)  Bill,  so 
far  as  it  affects  sea  salmon  fishings. 

The  effect  of  the  Burgh  Valuation  Appeal  Court  was  a  reduction  of 
£14,  5s.  on  the  Assessor's  valuation. 

The  amount  of  residue  grant  payable  to  the  town  this  year  was  £63, 
9s.  3d.,  and  the  grant  under  Section  2  of  Election  and  Local  Taxation 
Grant  was  £169,  12s.  4d. 

The  sum  of  £100  was  voted  by  the  Town  Council  from  the  Common  Good 
of  the  Burgh  to  the  funds  of  the  Public  Library. 

The  Town  Council  voted  £2S  from  the  Local  Taxation  Grant  to  the 
Public  Library  to  purchase  books  on  technical  subjects. 

The  Public  Library  bye-laws  were  confirmed  by  Sheriff  Comrie-Thomson 
on  19th. 

The  first  turnip  sale  for  the  season  in  the  Brechin  district  took  place  on 
26th,  when  swedes  sold  from  Is.  Sd.  to  2s.,  and  yellows  from  Is.  6d.  to 
Is.  lOd.  per  fall. 

Mr.  James  Craig,  Solicitor,  was,  on  26th  curt.,  unanimously  elected 
town  clerk. 

The  Equitable  Co-Operative  Society  declared  a  dividend  of  2s.  6d.  per 
£  for  the  past  quarter;  the  United  Association  2s.  5d.,  and  the  Co-Operative 
Beef  Stores  Is.  3d.  per  £  for  the  past  half-year. 
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OCTOBER. 

The  Autumn  Holiday  was  much  taken  advantage  of,  for  an  outing  the 
weather  being  superb. 

The  Brechin  Gas  Works  were,  on  the  morning  of  Sunday,  8th  current, 
flooded,  and  the  fires  drowned  out,  through  the  obstructions  in  the  Den 
Burn,  caused  by  the  flooding  in  the  early  part  of  the  month  of  August. 

The  lending  book  department  of  the  Public  Library  was  formally  opened 
on  3rd  curt,  by  Mrs.  Provost  Vallentine. 

Ripe  strawberries — a  second  crop — were  pulled  in  Kinnaird  Gardens  this 
month. 

A  proposal  by  the  directors  of  the  Brechin  Auction  Company,  Limited, 
to  add  an  additional  sale  ring  and  engage  an  additional  auctioneer  was,  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  shareholders,  rejected  in  favour  of  an  amendment  to 
delay. 

On  the  occasion  of  his  leaving  Brechin,  the  Rev.  W.  G.  Law,  who  for 
some  time  had  been  assistant  in  the  Cathedral  Church,  was,  on  12th,  enter- 
tained at  a  social  meeting  in  the  Parish  Church  Hall  and  presented  with  a 
handsome  testimonial  by  the  Sunday  school  teachers  and  well-wishers,  in 
token  of  their  appreciation  of  his  labours  to  the  congregation. 

The  whole  of  the  residue  grant  falling  this  year  to  the  town,  amounting 
to  £63,  9s.  3d.,  was  voted  by  the  Town  Council  to  the  reduction  of  the 
rates. 

The  Town  Council  had  before  them  a  scheme  to  divert  the  Den  Burn  by 
a  new  tunnel  down  Witchden  Road  at  a  cost  of  £700.  The  question  of  the 
expense,  whether  it  should  be  borne  by  the  town  or  by  the  interested  pro- 
prietors, was  discussed  and  remitted  to  a  special  Committee  to  endeavour 
to  arrange  and  report. 

The  Brechin  Bowling  Club  closed  their  season  on  ISth  with  a  match 
between  President  and  Vice-President,  when  the  former  won  by  30  points. 

The  whole  of  the  linen  factories  in  the  city  and  the  East  M  ill  commenced 
to  run,  on  and  after  19th,  at  the  rate  of  40  hours  a  week. 

A  pew  of  5  sittings  ih  the  Cathedral  Church  was  sold  by  roup  for  £8 — 
upset,  £5. 

The  Brechin  Photographic  Association  gave  a  much  appreciated  exhibition 
of  "  The  Amateur  Photographers'  "  Prize  slides,  and  the  People's  Friend 
"  Through  Bonnie  Scotland  "  series. 

In  settlement  of  a  claim  of  £100  by  a  widow,  as  damages  for  the  death 
of  her  child  hy  drowning  in  a  pond  at  the  Inch,  an  offer  by  the  Town 
Council  of  £10  and  £2,  2s.  of  expenses  was  accepted. 

At  a  meeting  of  farmers  and  others  interested,  held  in  the  Crown  Hotel 
on  26th,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  to  form  in  Brechin  another  Auction 
Company  to  be  called  "  The  Farmers'  Mart,  Limited." 

Season  1893-94  of  the  Mechanics'  Institution  was  opened  with  an 
entertainment  given  by  W.  H.  Burgon's  Opera  Recital  Company  in  the 
City  Hall,  on  the  evening  of  31st. 
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NOVEMBER. 

The  Brechin  Cycling  Club's  Annual  Dance  came  off  with  great  success  on 
3rd,  when  over  50  wheelmen  and  their  partners  whirled  till  well  into  next 
morning. 

The  Police  Commission  agreed  to  demand  their  terms  from  the  National 
Telephone  Company  of  Is.  per  span  for  every  wire  crossing  the  public 
streets. 

There  was  more  excitement  over  the  Municipal  Election  this  year  than 
for  many  years  past,  the  reason  being  the  fast  paces  of  the  majority  in  the 
Council  and  the  resultant  increase  in  the  police  rates.  Extra  efforts  were 
made  to  oust  the  dominant  majority  and  reduced  to  a  minority,  and  there 
was  in  consequence  a  rush  to  the  poll.  There  was  the  large  number  of 
11  candidates  for  the  5  vacant  seats,  and  the  unusually  large  number  of  969 
electors,  of  an  electorate  of  1907,  recorded  their  votes,  and  the  following 
were  found  to  approach  the  nearest  to  what  the  electors  considered  their 
councillors  should  be  like — David  Dakers,  583  ;  Wm.  Ferguson,  520  ;  D.  C. 
Knowles,  468  ;  Wm.  Jamieson,  358 ;  J.  L.  Aird,  357.  10  papers  were 
rejected  and  2  were  spoiled. 

A  start  was  made  on  7th  with  the  long-spoken-of  improvements  on  St. 
Ninian  Square. 

By  an  alarming  fire  in  an  oil  store  in  Smith's  Lane  a  number  of  barrels 
of  paraffin  were  consumed,  and  the  adjacent  buildings  were  greatly 
endangered. 

The  Police  Commission  resolved  to  join  with  the  other  proprietors 
adjacent  to  the  Witchden  Burn  tunnel  in  getting  the  opinion  of  Counsel  on 
the  question  of  liability  for  the  maintainance  of  the  tunnel. 

The  first  lecture  of  the  season  1893-94  of  the  Mechanics'  Institute  was 
delivered  by  Mr.  Duke,  of  Bearehill,  on  16th,  when  he  gave  a  very  interest- 
ing description  of  a  voyage  "From  London  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand." 

The  estates  of  Keithock  and  Little  Keithock  were  offered  but  failed  to 
find  a  purchaser  at  £25,000. 

The  Rev.  A.  D.  T.  Hutchison,  formerly  assistant  in  the  Barony  Parish 
Church,  Glasgow,  was,  on  Wednesday,  15th,  ordained  to  the  pastorate  of 
the  second  charge  of  the  Parish  of  Brechin. 

Brechin  and  vicinity  suffered  severely,  in  common,  with  other  parts  of 
the  country,  by  a  terrifnc  hurricane,  which  occurred  on  17th.  Many  of  the 
woods  in  the  district  were  devastated  to  a  pitiable  extent. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Heritors  of  Brechin  Parish  and  the  Town  Council, 
on  21st,  to  consider  as  to  the  repairs  required  on  the  manse  of  the  second 
minister  of  the  parish,  a  report  was  read  estimating  the  total  cost  of  same  to 
be  £162,  8s.  It  was  agreed  to  offer  the  minister  a  slump  sum  of  £110  in 
full  of  all  the  recommendations  in  the  report,  to  be  spent  at  sight  of  a 
Committee  which  was  appointed. 

At  the  Martinmas  Feeing  Market  wages  showed  a  downward  tendency — 
first  men  got  £18  to  £19;  second,  £16,  10s.  to  £17,  10s.  ;  third,  £12  to  £15. 
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THE  REV.  DR.  BURNS,  KIRKLISTON. 

James  Chalmers  Burns  was  born  at  Brechin,  and  sprang  from  a  clerical 
family,  his  father,  the  Rev.  James  Burns,  being  first  minister  of  the  Cathedral 
Church  here  for  about  forty  years.  Dr.  Burns  attended  the  Divinity  classes 
in  Edinburgh.  His  first  charge  was  as  assistant  to  Dr.  Robert  Buchanan, 
in  North  Leith  Parish  Church.  In  1837  he  was  called  to  the  Scots  Church, 
London  Wall,  London,  where  he  ministered  for  several  years.  At  the  Dis- 
ruption he  voluntarily  resigned  his  emoluments ;  and  in  '43  he  was  called 
to  the  Free  Church  of  Kirkliston.  In  1879  the  Free  Church  recognised  its 
sense  of  Dr.  Burns'  services  by  raising  him  to  the  Moderator's  Chair  in  the 
General  Assembly.  Dr.  Burns  was  a  typical  representative  of  the  old  style 
of  Scottish  parsons,  his  fine  bearing  at  once  attracting  attention,  and  his 
choice  language  and  evident  earnestness  deepening  that  impression.  When 
he  joined  the  Presbytery  of  Linlithgow,  which  had  the  oversight  of  his 
parish,  he  was  recognised  to  be  a  man  of  great  moral  and  spiritual  worth. 
His  wealth  of  experience,  his  generous  culture,  his  ripe  Christian  graces, 
his  influence  in  the  highest  places  of  the  Church,  and  his  frank  and  genial 
ways,  were  always  at  the  disposal  of  his  colleagues  in  the  discharge  of 
Presbyterial  business  and  in  the  fulfilment  of  Presbyterial  responsibility. 
His  theological  attainments,  his  marked  preaching  ability,  and,  above  all, 
his  earnest  piety,  made  him  a  power  in  the  pulpit ;  while  his  genial  manner 
won  for  him  a  hearty  welcome  at  every  fireside.  He  was  a  zealous  temper- 
ance reformer,  and  one  of  the  vice-presidents  of  the  Scottish  Temperance 
League.  Six  years  ago,  when  Dr.  Burns  entered  upon  his  ministerial 
jubilee,  the  Kirkliston  congregation  presented  him  with  his  portrait, 
painted  by  Mr.  W.  B.  Hole.  A.R.S.A.  Although  for  three  years  he  had  a 
colleague  and  successor,  he  may  be  said  to  have  literally  died  in  harness  in 
his  84th  year.  He  had,  however,  for  a  year  or  two  past  been  in  infirm 
health,  and  resided  at  Milrig,  Braid  Road,  Edinburgh,  where  he  died  on 
30th  November  1892. 

R.  MELDRUM,  INSPECTOR  OF  POOR. 

Mr.  Meldrum  was  a  native  of  Tomintoul,  where  his  father  was  postmaster 
for  over  fifty  years  and  an  Honorary  Sheriff-Substitute  of  Banffshire.  He 
was  the  eldest  survivor  of  a  large  family,  and  received  his  early  education 
at  one  of  the  country  schools  in  the  district.  On  completing  his  education, 
he  commenced  his  business  career  when  quite  a  lad  in  a  law  office  in  Gran- 
town.  From  there  he  went  to  Rothes  and  afterwards  to  Lochnagar 
Distillery   offices,    Aberdeen.      He  next  removed   to   Stirling,    where  he 
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remained  for  a  year  or  two,  then  returned  to  Tomintoul.  He  filled  various 
situations  in  Leith,  Glasgow,  and  Dundee.  Ultimately  he  received  an 
appointment  as  assistant  in  the  Parochial  Board  Office  of  Liff  and  Benvie, 
Dundee,  where  he  remained  for  some  years,  till  he  received  the  appointment 
of  Inspector  of  Poor  for  the  Parish  of  Brechin  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Daniel 
M'Intosh  considerably  over  twenty  years  ago,  and  shortly  afterwards  was 
appointed  Registrar  for  the  Parish  on  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Lawrence. 
Combined  with  these  offices  he  also  discharged  the  duties  of  Superintendent 
of  the  Cemetery  and  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Landward  District  of  the 
Parish,  the  latter  until  the  new  arrangement  consequent  on  the  establish- 
ment of  the  County  Council.  As  an  Inspector  of  Poor  Mr.  Meldrum  ever 
showed  exceptional  tact  and  ability,  and  he  was  reckoned  to  hold  perhaps 
as  high  a  place  in  his  vocation  as  any  in  the  country.  As  an  authority  on 
poor  law  it  was  admitted  that  he  had  few  if  any  equals.  His  opinion  on 
matters  relating  thereto  was  sought  and  valued  by  many,  and  was  seldom 
found  to  be  at  fault,  and  it  was  as  readily  and  freely  given  as  asked.  By 
his  Board  he  was  in  consequence  valued  and  respected,  and  by  the  com- 
munity at  large,  both  rich  and  poor,  he  was  equally  respected  as  an  impar- 
tial, just,  and  considerate  public  official.  In  private  life  he  was  a  warm- 
hearted friend,  and  of  a  most  genial  disposition,  and  was  esteemed  accord- 
ingly. His  rather  sudden  demise,  at  the  age  of  61  years,  occurred  on  4th 
January  1893. 

JOHN  ADAMSON  OF  CARESTON. 

Mr.  Adamson  was  the  son  of  Captain  Adamson,  who  was  a  well-known 
whaler.  He  began  business  in  Dundee  nearly  60  years  ago.  About  that 
time  he  was  associated  with  Mr.  Leadbeater  of  Glasgow,  and  the  firm  of 
Lead  beater,  Adamson,  &  Co.,  bought  the  works  at  Erichtside,  Blairgowrie, 
which  belonged  to  Mr.  Dick.  They  were  amongst  the  first  in  Scotland  to 
introduce  the  powcrloom  and  apply  it  to  the  manufacture  of  linen  goods. 
They  had  a  large  connection  in  the  West  Indies  and  in  South  America,  and 
they  became  not  only  large  manufacturers,  but  large  buyers  of  linen  goods 
suitable  for  these  markets.  By  and  by  Mr.  Adamson  became  the  sole 
partner  of  the  firm,  and  to  his  enterprise  very  largely  is  due  the  success  of 
these  works  at  Erichtside,  Blairgowrie.  Mr.  Adamson  was  a  man  of 
remarkable  enterprise,  and  received  from  foreign  countries  payment  not 
only  in  gold,  but  in  imports,  and  therefore  became  a  very  extensive  and 
influential  merchant.  He  bought  the  beautiful  residental  estate  of  Careston. 
After  he  acquired  that  estate  he  manifested  the  same  remarkable  enthusiasm 
and  energy  which  he  displayed  as  a  manufacturer.  He  introduced  the  most 
recent  steam  machinery  for  the  purposes  of  agriculture,  «nd  became  not 
only  a  large  landed  proprietor,  but  the  largest  farmer  in  Forfarshire.  Mr. 
Adamson  was  a  liberal  supporter  of  the  Free  Churcli  and  of  its  schemes,  and 
in  a  very  unostentatious  way  evinced  his  kindliness  of  heart  by  giving  his 
aid  to  others  less  fortunate  than  he  was  himself,  doing  good,  as  it  were,  by 
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stealth.  To  his  energy  was  largely  owing  the  successful  carrying  through 
of  the  Forfar  and  Brechin  Railway  Bill.  He  took  a  great  interest,  and  in 
fact  might  be  said  to  have  been  the  chief  promoter  of  the  construction  of 
that  railway,  which  passes  through  his  estates.  The  first  sod  was  cut  on 
Wednesday,  8th  April  1891,  close  to  Careston  Castle  by  Mrs.  W.  S. 
A  damson,  in  presence  of  a  large  company.  He  was  a  frequent  visitor  in 
Brechin,  and  his  pleasant  smile  and  interesting  conversation  will  be  missed 
by  the  many  friends  who  used  to  meet  him  in  the  Brechin  market  and  at 
other  meetings  in  the  city.  In  private  life  he  was  retiring  and  unobtrusive. 
He  was  a  constant  and  valued  friend  to  those  who  knew  his  real  kindliness 
of  disposition.  His  death  took  place  rather  suddenly  on  Tuesday  afternoon, 
28th  February  1893. 

J.  L.  GORDON,  TOWN  CLERK. 

Mr.  Gordon  was  born  in  Brechin  in  1823.  He  was  a  son  of  the  late  Mr- 
William  Gordon,  solicitor  and  procurator-fiscal  for  the  burgh,  and  was 
educated  first  in  Brechin  and  afterwards  in  Edinburgh  University.  After 
serving  for  a  period  in  his  father's  office,  he  proceeded  again  to  Edinburgh 
to  follow  up  his  profession  with  the  view  of  becoming  an  advocate.  About 
1S50,  however,  he  came  home  to  assist  his  father,  bv  whom  he  was  taken 
as  a  partner,  the  firm  assuming  the  name  of  Messrs.  W.  &  J.  L.  Gordon. 
The  business  was  thus  carried  on  down  till  1867,  when,  Mr.  Gordon  having 
died  previously,  Mr.  J.  L.  Gordon  took  into  partnership  Mr.  James  Craig, 
the  firm  then  and  up  till  now  being  well  known  as  that  of  Messrs.  Gordon 
&  Craig,  In  1864  Mr.  Gordon  was  appointed  Town  Clerk  and  Clerk  to  the 
Police  Commission  in  succession  to  the  late  Mr.  D.  D.  Black,  who  resigned. 
The  former  office,  with  Mr.  Craig  as  deputy,  he  retained  up  to  the  time  of 
his  death,  but  the  latter  was  relinquished  about  a  year  before  his  death. 
On  Tuesday,  29th  August,  he  was  confined  to  his  bed,  and  gradually  grew 
worse,  until  he  died  on  3rd  September  1893,  in  his  71st  year. 

D.  R.  GRUBB. 

Mr.  D.  R.  Grubb,  was  a  native  of  Brechin,  where  he  received  his  educa- 
tion. Serving  an  apprenticeship  in  the  law  office  of  C.  &  W.  Anderson,  and 
also  in  that  of  the  late  Provost  Craig,  Brechin,  he  left  his  native  place  for 
Edinburgh,  where,  after  working  for  a  short  time  in  the  offices  of  various 
law  firms  there,  he  entered  into  practice  as  a  law  agent  on  his  own  account. 
In  this  he  was  most  successful,  and  during  his  lengthened  career  he  formed 
an  extensive  and  important  connection.  Possessed  of  the  keenest  legal 
acumen,  high  business  abilities,  and  sterling  integrity  of  character,  he  was 
favoured  with  the  fullest  confidence  of  those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact 
in  his  profession.  Although  he  did  not  take  a  prominent  part  in  public 
affairs,  he  was  held  in  the  highest  respect  in  the  City  of  Edinburgh,  in  token 
of  which  he  was  chosen  and  held  for  two  and  a  half  years  in  succession  the 
office  of  Moderator  of  the  High  Constables.  His  demise  occurred  at  his 
residence  in  Edinburgh,  on  13th  October. 
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DAVID  DUTHIE. 

Mr.  Ddthie  served  his  apprenticeship  _to  the  law,  partly  with  Mr.  R. 
Mathers,  and  finished  with  the  late  Mr.  Shiress.  He  went  to  Edinburgh  in 
October  1855,  and  was  employed  there  in  several  offices,  and  subsequently 
acted  as  clerk  to  various  advocates,  leaving  the  service  of  the  present  Lord 
Wellwood  and  Sir  Charles  Pearson  to  go  with  Lord  Adam,  on  his  Lordship's 
elevation  to  the  bench  in  December  1876.  Mr.  Duthie  was  wont  to  spend 
his  holidays  in  Brechin,  where  he  had  a  large  circle  of  attached  friends.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Guildry  Incorporation,  and  at  the  annual  meetings  of 
his  Guild  brethren,  as  well  as  of  the  Glasgow  Brechin  Association,  he  was 
always  in  excellent  form.  Mr.  Duthie  was  of  a  most  likeable  and  obliging 
disposition,  and  was  greatly  esteemed  by  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact 
in  a  business  or  social  capacity. 

JAMES  SCOTT,  MANUFACTURER. 

Mr.  Scott  was  born  in  the  Nether  Tenements  (now  River  Street)  80  years 
ago.  His  father  was  connected  with  the  manufacturing  business,  but  died 
when  his  large  family  of  children  were  of  tender  age,  leaving  James,  the 
eldest,  then  but  a  boy  of  fourteen,  as  head,  along  with  his  mother.  Enter- 
ing into  the  manufacturing  business,  he  removed  to  Market  Street  in  1828, 
where,  along  with  his  brother  John,  he  carried  on  that  industry,  and 
followed  the  occupation  of  curtain  weavers,  cloth  merchants,  and  drapers  in 
a  good,  old,  yet  substantial  style.  Mr.  Scott  was  a  staunch  Established 
Churchman  in  creed,  and  a  valiant  defender  of  the  same,  although  it  may  be 
remarked  that  he  and  the  rest  of  the  family  were  trained  up  as  Dissenters, 
and  attended  the  Burgher  Kirk,  the  congregation  of  which  about  that  time 
was  ministered  to  by  the  Rev.  David  Blackadder.  However,  exemplary 
son  though  he  was,  as  he  was  wont  to  remark,  as  soon  as  he  and  the  others 
of  the  family  began  to  think  for  themselves  they  forsook  the  "  old  faith  " 
and  cast  in  their  lot  with  the  Auld  Kirk.  Mr.  Scott  was  also  a  staunch 
Conservative,  and  in  politics  as  well  as  in  Church  matters  it  may  be  re- 
marked again  that  he  underwent  a  striking  conversion.  In  earlier  years 
he  was  a  Chartist  and  strong  Radical,  but  finding,  according  to  his  own 
statement,  that  the  Chartist  modus  operandi  was  all  promises  without  per- 
formances, he  left  them  also  and  went  over  to  the  other  side.  Mr.  Scott 
was  a  keen  debater  both  on  Church  and  State,  as  well  as  on  other  matters, 
and  many  a  doughty  blow,  administered  with  telling  effect,  he  dealt  for 
his  own  side.  Retiring  of  disposition  and  even  reserved  in  manner,  except 
with  his  intimate  acquaintances,  he  was  nevertheless  a  conversationalist 
worth  listening  to,  and  withal  a  most  genial  man.  His  anecdotes  and 
reminiscences  of  olden  times  were  always  a  treat  to  those  who  heard  him 
deliver  himself.  He  died  on  17th  October  1893,  after  a  long  period  of  weak 
health.

GARDENING. 

JN  the  beginning  and 
■^  end  of  the  month  sow 
beans  and  peas  ;  savoys 
in  the  last  week.  Straw- 
berries should  be  planted 
about  the  end  of  the 
menth.  Transplant  for 
the  first  crop  a  few  of  the 
peas  sewn  in  November 
to  the  bottom  of  a  south 
wall.  Prune  apricots, 
peaches,  nectarines,  and 
plums  before  the  buds  are 
much  swelled.  Prune 
apples,  pears,  cherries, 
gooseberries,  currants, 
and  raspberries  before 
the  close  of  the  month. 
In  favourable  weather 
plant  dried  roots. 

LOWTHER  CASTLE. 

Lowther  Castle,  the 
seat  of  the  Earl  of  Lons- 
dale, is  situated  in  a  noble 
park  of  six  hundred  acres 
on  the  east  side  of  the 
woody  vale  of  Lowther, 
not  far  from  Penrith.  It 
was  erected  upon  the  site 
of  the  old  hall,  which  had 
been  almost  totally  de- 
stroyed by  fire  as  far 
back  as  the  year  1726. 
The  light-coloured  stone 
of  which  it  is  built  is  in 
pleasing  contrast  with 
the  vivid  green  of  the 
park  and  woods.

BERKELEY  CASTLE. 

On  the  south-east  of  the 
town  of  Berkeley  in 
Gloucestershire  stands 
Berkeley  Castle,  noted  in 
history  as  the  scene  of 
the  murder  of  one  of  our 
kings  under  circumstances 
of  great  atrocity.

Turn  up  the 
ground  thoroughly  for 
exposure  to  the  frost  and 
snow.  In  mild  weather 
plant  all  sorts  of  fruit- 
trees.  Mulch  over  the 
roots  of  tender  trees, 
suck  as  are  often  so  far 
affected  by  frost  as  to  be 
barren  in  the  coining 
year.  Inspect  the  fruit 
in  the  store-room  at  fre- 
quent intervals,  and  re- 
711  ove  whatever  is  found 
to  be  in  a  state  of  decay. 
Collect  dead  leaves  and 
rubbish.  Old  shrubberies 
should  be  cleared,  top- 
dressed,  and  dug. 


WITLEY  COURT. 
Our  engraving  represents 
Witley  Court,  the  Wor- 
cestershire seat  of  Lord 
Dudley.  The  owner  of 
this  imposing  residence 
is  the  largest  landowner 
in  the  county  of  Wor- 
cester, holding  no  fewer 
than  14,699  acres.  There 
was  a  Dudley  Castle  in 
Worcestershire  which 
continued  habitable  till 
1750,  when  it  was  burned 
to  the  ground.

Separate 
accounts  may  be  opened  in  the  names 
of  wife  and  children. 

At  every  Post-office  in  the  United 
Kingdom  forms  for  making  small 
deposits  are  issued  gratuitousy. 
Each  form  has  twelve  division-,  in 
each  of  which  a  penny  postage  stamp 
can  be  placed  ;  when  tlie  twelve  are 
filled  in,  it  is  received  at  any  Post- 
office  Savings  Bank  as  a  shilling. 

Any  person  can  invest,  at  any 
Post-cffice  Savings  Bank,  small  sums 
iii  Government  'Stock.  Not  more 
than  ;£ioo  can  be  invested  in  any 
r>ne  vear.  The  amount  held  by  any 
one  investor  must  not  exceed  £3?*. 

Annuities  of  up  to  £100  may  be 
purchased,  and  insurances  of  from 
£5  to  £100  may  be  effected  through 
the  Post  Office  Savings  Bank.

The  wages  and  earnings  of  any  married  woman  ac- 
quired in  anv  employment  or  fade  rarri  d  on  separately 
from  her  husband  shall  he  d-emed  to  be  property  held 
and  settled  to  her  separate  use  independent  of  husband. 
Any  money  a  marri*  d  woman  may  acquire  by  the  exer- 
cise of  any  literary,  artistic,  or  scientific  skill,  is  also  her 
own  separate  property.  Any  monetary  nr  other  invest- 
ments a  married  woman  may  make  as  the  result  of  her 
own  exertions  are  her  own  property  absolutely. 

LANDLORD  AND  TENANT. 

A  yearly  tenant  mu;,t  tak*  care  that  he  gives  notice  to 
quit  his  premises  half  a  year  before  the  time  of  the  ex- 
piration of  the  current  year  of  his  tenancy.  If,  by  agree- 
n  ent,  a  quarter's  1  otice  is  to  be  sume'ent,  fucn  notice 
must  always  expire  with  the  tenancy,  if  that  is  rcarly. 
If  a  landlord  neglects  to  repair  the  premises  according  to 
his  covenant,  the  tenant  may  maintain  an  action  against 
him  ;  but  such  neglect  does  not  absolve  the  tenant  from 
payment  of  the  rent.  A  landlord  can  legally  dispose  of 
goods  taken  under  a  distress  for  rent,  by  appraisement, 
without  putting  them  up  to  auction.  A  iandlord  may  not 
take  possess. on  of  the  goods  of  his  tenant's  lodgers.

A  form  in  which  a  will  may  be  commenced  is  "This 
is  the  last  will  of  Thomas  Anderson,  Myrtle  C  ttage, 
Paradise  Row,  Dorking,  in  the  com.ty  of  Surrev." 

After  disposing  of  the  property  the  will  may  be  ended 
thus: — "And  I  revoke  all  former  wills  and  codicils. 
Dated  the  19th  December,  1893." 

In  executing  a  will  the  testator  should  sign  Ins  name 
at  the  foot  or  end  of  the  will,  in  presence  of  1  wo  witnesses, 
who  will  immediately  sign  the;r  names  in  his  and  in  each 
other's  presence.  A  person  who  has  been  left  a  legacy 
or  share  of  residue  in  the  will,  or  whose  wife  nr  husband 
has  been  left  a  legacy,  should  not  be  an  attest  ng  witness. 
Their  attestation  would  be  good,  but  they  would  forfeit 
the  legacy.  It  is  better  1  hat  a  person  named  as  executor 
should  no't  be  a  witness.  Husband  and  wife  may  both  be 
witnesses,  provided  neither  is  a  legatee.  If  a  sclicit  1  K: 
appointed  executor,  it  is  lawful  to  direct  that  his  ordinary 
fees  and  charges  shall  be  paid  ;  but  ii  this  case  he  {as  an 
interested  party)  must  not  be  a  witness  to  the  will. 

But  the  best  advice  that  can  b*  given  to  anyone 
desirous  nf  making  a  will,  >s  to  put  the  mat'er  into  the 
hands  of  the  most  respectable  lawver  he  can  discover, 
and  trust  to  h  s  pr  fessional  skill.  Amateur  will- 
making,  as  a  rule,  i  i  a  mistake.
